seal to it.. The editor remarks, that he is ‘‘ quite delighted at at 
this resolution of the. Wuz2er; moreover, that joy at the end 
after all has hecome a thing to laugh at, Wonderful God! 

what can. be the meaning of it? The address in the name of 
the Malia Kotla Nawab, and the seal of the Maharajah of 
J ummoo attached to it, is difficult to understand. Perhaps

* The Zea-vol Ukhbar, of the 10th of December, under the. 
heading * Bhurtpore,” publishes the following :—‘ Some days 
aiso’a ‘mahant (religious Hindoo) ‘of| Mohunjee' temple died ; 
‘upon which there were two claimants ‘to, the succession; one 
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wealthy, the other poor; but it was the right of the latter 
to sit on the guddee (throne or cushion), and according to 
ancient custom to present gifts to the. Rajah: accordingly, the 
wealthy one offered twenty-five ‘thousand rupees ; and at last 
the case went up to the Agenit’s Council, of which the Master 
of Ceremonies (President?) was the Maharajah, himself, and 


the Political Agent. When the time came, all were giving 


their opinions, and the Maharajah said :—‘ Are we assembled - 
here to render justice, or to value merchandise? Ifthe poor 
man has a right, and it is true that he ought to get the guddee, 
it is not right that another with wealth should take it from 
him.’ Hearing this, those present gave the Maharajah great 
praise, and the poor man was directed to take possession of the 
vacant guddee. The editors of the Oudh Ukhbar and the 
Zea-ool Ukhbar accord high praise to the Maharajah for this 
act of justice. A few days since the Maharajah of Jeypore, 
im the Ooncara territory, took Rs. 65,000 from a stranger, and 


placed him on the ohaces) while the nghtful successor only

Under the heading “ Alertness,” the case of Baboo Gopal, 


who was sentenced to imprisonment and fine for fraud, in 


having made use of false documents, which he got printed at 
Lahore, is noticed. ‘‘ For some time past the Kochasur State 


has been very much mismanaged by the agents of the heir. 
~The Judge Sahib was very much grieved at this; and in order

feoni ‘English papers, refers to some: military officer in civil 


employ who has been rebuked by the Governor-General for 
neglect of duty, in not attending some Committee where 
his presence was urgently required. The editor is of opinion 
that such neglect of duty deserves any amount of displeasure; 
but that in the present case a mere display of anger was not 


- sufficient, and that a fine would have been a more suitable 
punishment. 


A Bombay paper is quoted (the Bak Khalif) concerning the 


distress in the Marwar territory, in consequence of want of 


grass and grain. ‘‘It is said that cattle are dying by the 


thousand, and that water is so scarce that only a few days ago, 
at Meena, in the Joudpoor district, a zemindar had some two 


thousand five hundred head of cattle without water for seven — 


days, and finding it impossible to keep them alive without it 


any longer, went with them to the well, where a crowd of — 


thirsty souls were all waiting for water. The zemindar re- 
gusted the man in whose charge the well was to give the 
eattle some water, offering him as much as four rupees per 
head, but the man refused; and at length the owner offered 
half his herd, if the other half might be allowed to drink, 
but even this was not sufficient inducement: and at length, 
in despair, the cattle-owner threw himself down the well, and 
was drowned!” The editor says, ‘‘God preserve us! How 


could the man in charge of the well refuse the importunities 


of this poor man? Disgrace upon him! In our opinion, he 
ought to have been then and there murdered; and it i is incum- 


bent on the Maharajah Suhib to have such a person blown ~ 


away from a gun. He took no thought of the 2,500 thirsty 
animals, to which he ought to have given water before the 
people who were not so thirsty; and if the Maharajah does 


not severely punish this man, ” shall look upon him also as 


a monster like that cruel man.’ The editor further recom- 
mends the Government, through the Political Agent of Rajis- 
4 to recommend the Maharajah “and other Chiefs “of

The Naiyar Rajistan, of the 4th of December, the Duhduba 
Secundree, of the 5th, and the Rohilkund ‘Ukhbar, of. the 5th, 
do not require apaolal notice. 


The Nusseem Jounpoor, of. the 8th of December, eulogizes 
the well-known kindness and justice of Mr. Thornhill, Judge 
of Saharunpoor, evinced as follows: —‘* This gentleman released 
a Minshee employed in the Choongee Department .( town 
duty), who had been sentenced to six months’ imprisonmen 
and a fine for having embezzled six pie: the. fine was’ also 
remitted. The real state of the case is as follows, The Joint 
Magistrate in the Criminal Court had. pas ed this sentence,, 
but stated that the offender was not deserving of the. punish- 
ment; still it was given as an example to others. . The Judge 
was, however, of opinion that if the Minshee was not deserving 
of such severe punishment, it should not have been passed 


upon him, as it is not right to punish one man on: accouat of 
others.” é 


The Sadiq-ool Ukhbar, of the 5th of December, mentions 


that some sixty thousand poiple, of Marwar have been famine- 
stricken.

. The Oudh Ukkbar is aneitil; to the effect that in. the -Cri- 
minal Court at Mirzapoor, during the time the Court was sit- 
ting, a peon of the Court: is said to ‘have shoebeaten the 
Nazir severely. The writer goes on to say, that * the 
Nazir’s nose was well scratched ; and the peon ¢ame to the 
Magistrate and conféssed that he had committed ‘the: assault; 
giving as his reason for having done so, thatthe Nazir had 
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heen the means of:depriving him of his situation, without any 
fault on his:part, and had abused him so much that nothing was 
— Jeft:for him but the above retaliation. - The Magistrate sen« 
tenced him ‘to six months’ imprisonment, for having done this 


in open Conrt.”’ It is further stated that the Nazir is a great 


hand at abuse, and that the forbearance of many has come 


‘down upon him this time: ‘God has given tongues for good 


words.” 


The Oudh Ukhbar, of the Sth of December, after extracts 
from English papers, notices that the Judicial Commissioner 
of Oudh has allowed the Nawab Syud Hadee Ali Khan 
(alias Nawab Syud Ali Khan), grandson of the. late Nawab 
Mujeed-ool Dowlah, to return to Lucknow. The writer pro- 
ceeds to say :-—" The Nawab’s acquaintance with manners and 

customs, his respectable connections, and his certificates from 
different officials, will all show what he is. Hearing of the 
kindness and good dispositions of the principal native resi- 
dents of Lucknow, he has come from Benares (where he 
practised as a pleader) to Lucknow.” The editor adds, that 
he is confident that when the people of the city become ac- 
quainted with the Nawab and his conduct, they will look 
upon him as everything they could desire. 


Under the heading ‘* Cashmere,”’ it is said that no rain has 
fallen, that the river is very low, and that sickness is very pre- 
valentin the bazar. ‘‘ Meeral, which was burned down, has 
been partly restored : formerly there was much crossness iu this 
bazar, but this has been removed. At night, the Durbar of 
Cashmere, under the reign of Thakoor Dass, Dewan of ‘the 
Province, i is very warm. It is said that Dr. Cayley, who goes 
every year towards Ladakh, will not go there in future, as he. 
has been ordered not to do 80.”

¢ It is said that this man has formed eleven cantonments for 


troops on the boundary of Swat, all of which are in chargé 
ef his own: servants, and the arrangement of which “sre 
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‘described as most perfect for teaching them d'scipline, é&o, «So 


strict is the: watch kept.in that. quarter, :that.even a bird: cans 
not flap its wings ;”’ &., &¢. The people of Swat: aré farther 
said to be coatinually, boasting of what they will do; and the 
order of the :Akhoond is to turn out the Hinddostanees, and 
tell them that if they remain they will be: killed :by the 
Swatees, -‘* Enough; certain Moulvies and their. followers 
have obeyed thes2 orders, and have signified their willingness 
to go t) a place called Puglee,”’ 


Under the heading ** Banishment,” it is said that by inhi 
of the Nizam of Hyderabad, six-two Rohillas have bean turned 

out of the city, upon charges of plundering. : 

It is said that the Nepaul Darbar hive determined to have 
the Eng!ish rales and regulations translated into their own 
Janguage, ani that their own codes will be amended accord- 
ing to'the above rales, “A evrrespondent at Ulwur mentions 
that the Nawab Shahab-oud-Deen, son of Zea-ood- Deen Khan, 
of Laharoo, who went on a pilgrimage toKwabja Moi-ooc=Deen 
of Ajmere, paid a visit to Ulwur, and had an interview with 
the Rajah, who received him standing, and W. th very great 
marks of respect. A feast was given, and an entertain- 
ment, with dancing, &., at night; and in the morning, accord- 
ing to custom, a jar of sweets was sent to the Nawab, whom 
the Maharajah is ‘said to have visited three times’ during his 
stay at Ulwur, , After the usual presents he left Ulwur.”

The Oordoo Dehli: Gazette, of the 12th of ‘Dedeniber; men- 
tions a rumour to the effect that “ the Government of India has 
written to the Resident at Katmandoo to enquire into the case 
of one Surfraz Ali, a rebel Moulvie of Lucknow, who sought 
shelter in ‘thé Nepaul Terai, For some time this person has, it 
is said, got up -great: friendship. with the Durbar at: Katman- 
doo ; and, besides getting a large jagheer, has become a great 
man there, so that he is even ‘eutitled to enter the Durbar 
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of the Resident ; : but: the: Government has written, as above 


— for the facts of the ‘case to be ascertained and sent up.’” ’ 


The Malwa Ukhbar, of the 9th of December, does not re-

The Moofeed-ool-Anam, of the 10th of Daveciber, after exe 
tracts from. English papers, mentions a report that many Tha- 
koors, reba als of 1857, have returned to their homes in Marwar, 
and by force have taken possession of their property. ‘© Mea- 


sures are being adopted azainst them, and let us see what ‘the: 
result will be.” : 


The Ukhbar Alum, of the 10th of December, extracts much 
from English papers, and contains a good deal of what has 
dlready appeared.’ The editor extracts a paragraph from some 
Australian paper, giving an account of the ceremonies observed 
on ‘the death of the Queen of Madagascar. ‘‘ The people. 
were ordered to shave their heads, to denude themselves of 
their clothing, to abstain from washing their hands and from 
sleeping on beds;”’ &c.,.&c.; upon which the editor remarks, 
that “an order such as this is very-bad. It cannot show grief, 


but is a mere farce ; and such customs do not prevail in any 
other country;” &e., &e. 


The Lawrence Gazette, of the 16th of December, and the 
Meerut Gazette, of the 13th, do not require particular notice. 


The Punjabee Ukhbar, of the 11th of December, quotes the 


Police. Gazette, to the effect that “in the North-Western Pro- 


vinces.a Hindoo, about 21 years ¢ of age, has been captured, who | 


has for some time been in the habit of murdering poor 
Brahminees and Fuqeers, calling out that he had one day 
hunted down two, and another day so many; in fact, he feared 
no one; and now that he has been arrested, and. questioned 
conterning his reason for shedding so much blood, he states 
that ,there;;was so much apathy abroad in: the city, that to 
prevent it he could not think of anything else sogood, No 


less. than.twenty-seven murders, are said to have ‘been proved 


against him,-and enquiry is still going on.”

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Fazette is'quoteds cotcerning the incréass of ‘the, 
Wahabees, and it: is added: that ‘‘there.is a great noise abont 
- this sect inthe N orth- Western, Provinces just now. . They are 
, said to be preaching all over the country, and because they 
preached lately against those who are enemies to the’ Soonat 
Mahomedans, these ‘people : are disgusted with them ; therefore 
it will be well if they are prevented from. preaching. ea 


The Maharajah Kuppoortholla’ s request to present himeelf 
to His Excellency the Viceroy in Calcutta is mentioned. ‘As 
yet no reply has been received.” 


~The Kaleid Ummed, of the 12th of December, after extraats, 
notices a rumour to the effect that Government are about to 
open a canal in Rohilkund from the Ranguriga, and that for 
this purpose some. great engineer has been employed : itis 
hoped that this news may prove true. The following then 
appears :——*‘ Bad look out.—Formerly there were respectable 
castes only in the Government Military service, Sheikhs, 
Syuds, Moguls, Fathans, Brahmins, Chutrees, Rajpoots, 
&e., &e. ; but now the lowest Muzbee S kbs may enter the 
army ; and in a very short time they forget their origin, and 
create all kinds of disturbances, Such men have often been 
charged with dacoity at Barrackpoor, and now two men of 
the 20th Regiment Punjabees, who were in charge of treasure 
from Indore to Mandhepoor, took Rs. 5,000, and made off . 
with it. In this way, news comes from different places of the 
doings of these people, 80 that their real character is becom. 
ing known. Let us see if the officers of the army look to the 
wealth, or will such soldiers be allowed to remain.” .

The Muir Gazette, of t the 18th of Biptienbee opens within ‘an 
article upon the improvements in Hindoostan, forall of which 
the writer declares the country is indebted to the European 
portion of the population ; 3 &e., &e. The writer then proceeds 
to remark upon the progress of édueation, and especially 
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female: education, which: has-:so° many’ arguments: Brought 
ugainst it, and all'in vain; for the writer says they are all false’ 
arguments and ideas, as’ the desire of the Government is to do: 
the best they ‘can for the people ; and ‘being: firmly’ impressed 
with: the idea that it‘is a wise and humane measure to educate: 
native females,’ they:advocate it, and'do their best. to bring: it 
about. The writer‘proceeds to say, that ‘* educated females: 
eannot fail to prove comforts to their parents, especially to 
their mothers; but that there are some people whose natures: 
allow them to care more for their male children than the: 
females, and are day and night working themselves to death. 
This ‘is their retribution for not having educated them.  It:- 
must be clear that those who are earned and wise always en- 
courage their children to learn, and that only the ignorant 
and foolish neglect this importaut point.” 


The. Julwatoor, of the 13th of December, eablihes an arti- 
cle on the question concerning the re-marriage of Hindoo 
widows; after which come extracts from English papers, 
and then the following :—‘“ It is said that those Chiefs of 
Hindostan whose ordnance salutes. have been-reduced, com- 
plained or petitioned to the Secretary of State on the sub- 
ject, submitting statements showing, their rank ; &c.,&c. The 
reply is,. that: such arrangement. was not brought about with- 
out the consultation of the Council, and that Her Majesty the 
Queen. has consented to it; consequently the orders cannot be 
interfered with.” |The editor remarks that there must be some 
cause for the measure, and that the petition of these people 
is. now vain; that the Government would not act in this. 
way without just cause; &c., &c.; and concludes by saying: — 
¢* Tuook at the case of the Nawab of Tonk; although he has 
been deposed, still, in addition to this, the salute to the State 


has been. decreased.” 


The Raknoomai Prniah, of the 11th of Tioccmiber, the Ro- 
hilkund  Ukhbar, of the same date, and the Naiyar eee, 
also of the 11th, do not call for partionlae notice. 
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: The Unjimun Hind, of the 12th of. December, after-extracta 
from ‘other papers, publishes,an article headed ‘‘ Public Good,’ 
by Miunshee Zahir ood-Deen, pointing out the interest Sir Wil- 
liam Muir takes in the public good, both temporary and per- 
manent; .and proceeds to ‘tell how His Honor is working in the 
cause of native education, republishing valuable religious works; 
&e., &e. The writer goes on to say, that as these works were. 
generally written in Persian, they were not considered . good 
enough to be submitted to Government; and, further, that His 
Honor having observed that some of the works would prove 
useful in female education, has taken great interest in the 
search; &c., &c. The writer proceeds: —‘*‘ Having searched 
ancient writings, wherever I have looked, I have found volumes 
filled with complaints and lamentations over, the want of 
sense and learning in females, Some write that woman was 
made out of the left rib, and no one has ever known truth and 
goodness from the left; others write, that if woman had been 
ae good, her name would have been ‘ muzun’ and not 

¢zan’ ; while others write, ‘think not from thyself that a 
woman is pure.’ In the Koran and history it is said that 
women should be kept in strict confinement, so that they even 
die in the house, and only as corpses be allowed to leave it: 
while ‘men are exhorted to beat them inside their houses if. 
they are not obedient ; and by the Koran the strictness of the 
purda is so enforced that even their footsteps should not be 
heard. In reference to their husbands, it is said that in their 
subjection to them they should only worship God in excess 
of them, so of course women ought to worsh:p their husbands. 
N ow, just reflect, the greatest criminal could not. be more 
strictly confined, and volumes full of their evil doings are to be 
found.” He concludes by drawing attention to a book he has 
written on this subject in the Oordoo language, proving that 
ignorance is the root of all this evil in women ; recommends edu- 
cation, and finishes off with a description of the book; &e., &.
